SAD ACCIDENT.

As it is a moderately 
lively igterest is being taken, which 
isa good thing when not carried to 
extremes. The administration by the 
retiring council has been marked by 
economy in expenditure, which in it- 
self is a good thing, and is about the 
best service the town could have 
* received during the past year. The 
. market question has been temporarily 
disposed of, but in the nature of things 
must come up again. The mill ques- 
tion, it is to be hoped, will be settled 
favorably to the town within the next 
few days. The water works question 
is the one which looms up largest now. 
To handle this question judiciously 
will require the best efforts of the 
best men the town can find to take 
seats in the council.

He was a good 
shot, clear headed, fond of the woods 
and of Lunting, well clad, healthy, and 
22 years of age. There is therefore a 
good hope that he will yet turn up all 
right. He was a member of the 
Dufferin Rifle Co., of Brantford, and a 
member of Zion Presbyterian church of 
that city,

THE EDMONTOX TRAIL. 

The news that $10000 of the 
$15,000 voted by the Dominion parlia- 
men last year for the Edmonton trail 
is to be placed in the hands of the 
Northwest government for expendi- 
ture is most welcome. The principle 
of this expenditure it will be noticed 
is that for each dollar expended by 
the Territorial government the Do- 
minion will furnish another dollar. 
Great credit must be given to the 
local government in this connection, 
for unquestionably their bold policy 
of independent expenditure was indis- 
putahle evidence to the Dominion 
government of the necessity and 
practicability of the proposed road. 
The expenditure already made by the 
Northwest government has added the 
great Peace River country east of 
the mountains to the rest of the Ter- 
ritories as a field for enterprise. It 
may be expected that the further 
expenditure provided for by the Do- 
minien will still further add the 
upper Peace River, west of the moun- 
tains, and the Liard river region to 
that field, and by being reasonably 
supplemented give practicable access 
to the upper water of the Yukon as 
well.

There is only one way, in my opin- 
ion, to make this a succesful dairy- 
ing country, and that is to provide 
every farmer with a supply of water. 
Only one man here and there can 
water his cattle at home, and it is the 
time lost in rounding them up that 
makes the production of milk so ex- 
pensive. Tke shallow dug wells, up to 
30 or 40 feet, are everywhere giving 
out, and deep boring is the only 
alternative. But this is too expensive 
for the large majority. In my case | 
have dug three wells myself, and (not 
eounting my own labor) have spent 
over $300 without a satisfactory re- 
sult so far. The remedy is for the 
government to run one or more boring 
maehines, say with headquarters at 
Edmonton, under competent men, and 
let them out wherever required, the 
farmer to have to pay only the cost of 
curbing, and whatever pumping 
arrangements are required. If this 
were done, and a man could get his 
cattle night and morning without 
trouble, I feel sure you would find a 
far greater enthusiasm for butter pro- 
duction, better stock would be kept, 
and better calves raised. Otherwise 
this country is doomed for cattle, and 
they will dwindle in numbers and 
quality as I have seen them dwindle 
these last seven years, till they are no 
good to anybody.
